HONEY PRICES ARE INCREASED 


To help meet higher beekeeping 
costs resulting from cancellation of 
the subsidy on imported packaged 


bees, the Prices Board has announced 
an adjustment of one cent per pound 
in the wholesale ceiling prices of hon- 
ey. The new schedule, now effective, 
will mean an adjustment of from one 
to one and one half cents per pound 
in the retail ceiling prices of honey. 

In line with its policy of removing 
subsidies wherever possible the Board 
recently cancelled the subsidy of fifty 
cents a pound paid during 1943 and 
1944 on packaged bees imported from 
the United States.

3,168,187 children in Canada are be- 
ing paid at present. 

The Employees and the Employers 
each pay about two-fifths of the cost 
of unemployment insurance. The 
Dominion Government pays one fifth 
and the rates of weekly benefits de- 
pend on the contributions when em- 
ployed. A man making $26.00 or more 
per week would receive $14.40 
week for the time he is eligible for 
the weekly benefits. All particulars 
can be obtained from the Regional Of- 
fices at Vancouver or Winnipeg. 

Pensions to senior citizens at 70 
years of age have been paid since 1927. 
The amount paid in Alberta is $30.00 
per month if the total income of the 
person does not exceed $425.00. The 
average pension paid in Alberta is 
$24.18. The share contributed by the 
Dominion in all of Canada is $328,- 
766,530. annually. Pensions for the 
blind started in 1937. 

A Canadian Government annuity is 
a yearly income of from $10 to $1200.00 
payable for life or guaranteed for 10, 
15 or 20 years and payable for life 
thereafter.

The costs of the annuities are paid 
largely by individuals who purchase 
annuities altho the Dominion Govern- 
ment pays the administration costs 
and keeps the fund solvent. 

There are many allowances for ex- 
service men and their dependents. Al- 
so each Provincial Government has 
such welfare services as Homes for 
the Aged and Infirm, Children’s Aid 
Societies, Reformatories, Homes for 
Deserted and Delinquent Children, 
Training Schools for Mentally Defect- 
ive Children, Industrial Schools, Ete.

Pure bred sheep breeders are re- 
minded by Live Stock Supervisor, A. J. 
Charnetski, that minimum weight lim- 
its have been placed on rams entering 
the next fall Sheep Sale at Calgary. 

It should be kept in mind that pure 
bred ewes and suckling lambs should 
be provided with top quality pasture 
as well as a place where the lambs can 
be fed inacreep. Even shearing rams 
should be prepared well in advance of 
sales. If the pure bred sheep breeders 
in Alberta desire to hold and further 
develop the American market, only 
well grown out and well fed to good 
breeding condition rams should be 
brought out to the Sale.
